day night before a crowd of 200 in 
Douglas Hall. 

‘‘My basic phiittsophy remains 
a commitment to people.” he 
said. 

Morgenti'' , detailed his role as 
one of the leaders of the humanist 
movement in 1967 that demanded 
‘‘that women should be given the 
right to terminate their pregnancy 
in the first three months.” 

Evading the que.stion of when a 
human life begins, Morgentaler 
staled simply. “There is no such 
thing as a human life: Life is a 
process.” He .said, however, that 
a foetus becomes a baby at live to 
six months after conception 
because “that part of the brain 
that distinguishes us from other 
kinds of species begins after five 
months. Unless there is a human 
brain, it is not human.” 

“There are conditions that 
justify abortion after six months.” 
he said. “I would not qualify it as 
murder, but it is more 
dangerous.” 

Morgentaler criticized Cana- 
dian abortion laws for not keeping 
up with the times. “It cau.scs un- 
necessary suffering and delay to 
women. Canada has the .second 
most abortions performed after 
three months. India is first.” 



He blames religion for preven- 
ting more open acceptance of 
abortion. "Religions have a crip- 
pling effect on people,” he said. 
“We cannot rely on God. we have 
to rely on ourselves.” 

He also denies a necessary link 
between sexuality and procrea- 
tion: "Occasionally they are link- 
ed. but they don’t have to be. Peo- 
ple have the right to .sexual ex- 
pression but that doesn’t mean 
they are ready to become 
parents." 

Morgentaler spoke of spon- 
taneous abortion, which occurs 
with four out of five fertilized 
eggs. This can be induced by a 
drug. RU 486, which "interferes 
with a particular hormone that oc- 
curs in the first two months of a 
pregnancy. It has the potential to 
permit women to perform abor- 
tions on themselves.” 

But. he said. “I don’t think 
there is any justidcation to believe 
women will use abortion 
frivolously.” 

Morgentaler remains firm in his 
commitment to safe abortion .ser- 
vices. "I decided it was my duty 
as a dcKtor, a humanist, and a 
human being (to become an abor- 
tionist). despite illegality. I 
became a potential criminal... but 
it gave me integrity.”
